Midsummer in Russia has been ush 
ared In by a great epidemic of Area ! 
on the steppes 
The Intense dryness of the season 
has spread the fires over a huge area. 
One of the most dreadful fires that 
the Russian steppes have ever seen 
raged a few days ago In the Proving 
of Turgai, on the other side of the 
Vral mountains, and to the northeast 
of the Caspian. On these steppes vast 
seas of grass stretch to the horizon, 
raised only by shrubs of the wild 
cherry and dwarf almond on the hill­ 
sides or by clumps of wormwood when 
the soil is clayey. 
Herds of cattle 
and horses graze on the plains. 
It was early In the morning when 
mighty clouds of smoke suddenly rose 
up from the steppe, a sure sign to the 
Inhabitants that a fire was In progress.

appalling 
was

which the fire rolled over the dry and 
yellow grass that the peasants had 
quickly to concert measures for sav­ 
ing just their own lives from destruc­ 
tion.

and sent out flickering tongues over 
the water in their direction, baffled in 
their thirst for victims. 
Some of the inhabitants of the vil­ 
lages on the steppes directly they saw 
the fire advancing set to work to burn 
large areaB, and on these osses they 
collected all their cattle and household 
goods 
At last a heavy shower came 
and

Many perished tis the flames or were 
stifled by the smoke, five in one vll- 
In ge, three In another, and to on.

sides this there was great destruction

It’a one of the A, ll, C’s of the game 
that the second baseman covers the 
bag lf a left-field hitter is at bat and 
the short-stop, lf the batter is a not­ 
able rlght-field swatter. 
Every man 
has his tendencies toward plugging 
the ball a certain direction. 
When Lange was on first he would 
stand flat-footed off the sack a few 
feet and watch the man who was ex­ 
pected to cover second 
As a catcher 
Is liable to throw wide or high the 
expectant 
tagger 
always 
glances 
around to see whether the center 
fielder Is going to back him up. 
This 
was the time Bill Lange started his 
steal. 
He would have the opposition 
off guard momentarily. 
The short­ 
stop or second baseman, glancing over 
his shoulder, would be delayed a trifle 
and Bill would bo coming down the 
line like a streak.
